For all the vaccines, except for the Pfizer vaccine, the ancillary kits will be built to support 100 

doses.  The Centers for Diseases Control and Prevention (CDC) refers to these as the standard kits. 

   

The composition of a standard kit, designed for use in adults, is as follows:
